The Indian wars were 
still fresh in the minds of 
the people, and it was nat- 
ural that the county and 
county seat should have 
been named after two he- 
roes of these wars, Gen- 
eral John Coffee for whom 
the county was named, ser- 
ved under General Andrew 
Jackson, during the Creek 
Indian War of 1813-14, The 
first county seat of Coffee 
County was named Wel- 
born, after General Wil- 
liam Welborn, who wasone 
of the Alabama Comman- 
ders in the Creek Indian 
War of 1836-37, 

The old courthouse was 
located about twelve miles 
west of Enterprise, and 
one mile east of the present 
Damascus Baptist Church, 

About the time that the 
county seat was set up at 
Welborn, many settlers 
were moving in and around 
what now is Elba, These 
settlers “up on theriver,”’ 
as they were called, want-- 
ed the courthouse moved 
there, while the settlers 
in “the piney woods’’, wan- 
ted it to remain at Wel- 
born, 

The courthouse at Wel- 
born was destroyed by fire 
in March, 1851, and the le- 
gislature on Februray 5, 
1852, required the probatc 
judge to procure suitable 
and seperate books in which 
to record anew all deeds, 
marriage licenses, and all 
other papers required by 
law to be recorded, which 
may be deposited in theof- 
fice for that purpose; The 
same legislature, Decem- 
ber 16, 1851, authorized the 
judge of probate and the 
commissioners of roads 
and revenue, to levy a tax, 
not exceeding fifty percent 
of the State tax ‘for th 
express purpose of building’

stated that the county seat 
should be close to the cen- 
ter of the county without 
taking into consideration 
the wishes of the people 
or that fact that the cen- 
ter area was them ost spar- 
sely settled in the county, 
Most of the people lived in 
the northern part, centered 
around Elba, at the junc- 
tion of the Pea River, and 
White Water Creek; and 
around Indigo Head (Clin- 
tonville) located at Town- 
ship five, range twenty- 
one, section thirteen and 
situated, as was Elba, on 
the main east and west 
road, 

Due to the opposition to 
rebuilding the courthouse 
at the relatively inacces- 
sible Welborn, the legis- 
lature, on January 30, 1852 
passes an act directing the 
sherrif to hold an election 
on the first Monday in Au- 
gust, 1852, to determine 
the permanent location of 
the courthouse, 

The electors were au- 
thorized to select one of 
the towns of Elba or In- 
digo Head (Clintonville), 
The town receivingthema- 
jority of votes was to be 
the county seat provided the 
citizens of the town should 
build a good and substantial 
courthouse and jail free of 
charge to the county, 

Then came the day to 
vote, Settlers flocked in- 
to the villages, or settle- 
ments to decide the future 
location of the Coffee Coun- 
ty courthouse, 

The settlers “up the ri- 
ver’’ outnumbered the 
“piney woods’’ yoters, so 
they cast a larger number 
of votes, andthe courthouse 
was moved to its present 
site of Elba, 

James D, McLean was 
sheriff of Coffee County 
at the time of the election 
to decide the permanent 
seat of justice, O.W, Gar- 
rett and John L, Benton, 
were managers of the box- 
es. 

On October 5, 1852, they 
made and assignedthecer- 
tificate of the results of 
the election, It read thus; 

“We, James D, Mc- 
Clean, sheriff of Coffee 
County, and O, W, Garr- 
ett and John L, Benton, 
managers of the election 
held yesterday at Wel- 
born, the courthouse of 
Coffee County, and the dif- 
ferent precints in said 
county, do hereby certify 
that the following is a cor- 
rect statement of the re- 
sult of said election forthe 
permanent seat of justice 
of Coffee County.

SAFETY 

The kitchen is one of the 
most popular areas of a 
home, but it canalsobe one 
of the most hazardous, 


Kitchens accidents in- 
clude burns, scalds, cuts 
and falls, Homemakers 
should take steps to pre- 
vent such home mishaps, 

Here are some tips to 
prevent accidents. 

When using a_ knife, 
choose the proper one for 
the job, and always cut 
away from yourself, Store 
knives in drawers or on 


wallracks with handles 
forward and out of reach of 
children, Wash and dry 
them separately, keeping 
the sharp edge away from 
hands, 

A common injury is cut- 
ting a finger wh 
ing food, By wearing wash- 
able work gloves and using 
a grater with drilled rather 
than punched holes, injury 
can be prevented in most 
cases, 

Cooking pots should be 
well balanced so they will 
stand without tipping, They 
should have firmly attached 
handles that will not get 
hot, 
rusty pots should’ be 
thrown out because they are 
dangerous, When cooking, 
keep pot handles turns 
so that there isless chanc 
of spilling and less chance 
of small children grabbing 
them, 

If grease or fat catches 
fire, smother it at once 
with a metal cover or pour 
lots of salt or baking pow~ 
der over the flame, Never 
use water on a grease fire 
because it will spread the
